Your letter of the 5th instant, and Mr. Rice’s letter to you of the 10th, transmitted by 
it, have been under the consideration of a Board meeting of the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners for Ireland held this day. They have directed me, with reference to the subject of the 
communication, to enclose to you a statement of the actual and prospective funds of the 
Commissioners, and of their engagements and liabilities; and with this statement to trans- 
mit some observations with which the committee of the Commissioners who prepared the 
statement accompanied it in bringing it before the Board. 

I have been directed, when making this communication, to request that you will inform 
the Commissioners if the Government are willing to sanction advances from time to time to 
meet the growing expenses of the Commission, and to request that in framing the money 
clauses of the Bill now in preparation, the Government will take care that the repayments 
out of the funds of this Board may be so arranged as not to impede the operations which 
have been marked out for them, by allowing time for such repayments corresponding to the 
progress of the Board’s income, and in conclusion, they request that a clause may be intro- 
duced into the Bill now in preparation, to indemnify the Commissioners individually from 
any liability which should arise out of the discharge of the duties of their Commission. 

I beg to mention here, that your suggestion respecting an amendment in the provisions 
contemplated in the 1 24th section of the Church Temporalities Act, have, by the order of 
the Commissioners, been laid before the Attorney-general here, with your former letters on 
the subject of the proposed Bill, and the materials supplied by the Commissioners them- 
selves, to assist him in fituuing it as he has undertaken.

STATEMENT 
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CORRESPONDENCE RELATIVE TO SUMS ADVANCED 



Board Room of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, 

2, Kildare*street, 15 March 1834. 

Observations. 

First, in respect of the funds above stated, your committee would beg leave to observe, 
that, under the most sanguine expectations, the Board cannot reckon on receiving the full 
amount within the current year, particularly as the funds which are calculated to arise from 
the sale of perpetuities, and which forur the largest item in the account, altogether depend 
on the determination of the parties who have proposed to purchase, it being competent for 
any one of them at the present lime to decline completing bis purchase. 

And with reference to the sum of 25,920 J., which would arise from the sale of stock 
now in the funds to the credit of the Board, that the whole of that sum, together with a . 
portion of the cash-balance now in the Ban^ had been appropriated by the late Board of 
First Fruits, on the faith of which appropriation, contracts nave been entered into ; and the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners being bound by the late Act to meet all the engagements of 
that Board, it is not in their power to draw any portion of that money, and more particu- 
larly as many of the contracts are in course of payment, and they cannot say how soon 
they may be called on to pay over the full amount of the money appropriated. 

And it is to be observed as to the sums returned on account of Glebe House Loans, 
amounting to 21,01.72. 14^. 9 d., that a considerable time must necessarily elapse before 
those monies can be fully recovered, as a great portion of that sum consists of arrears of • 
former years. 

With respect again to the income to arise from the see of Clonfert, little or no part of it 
can be made available until the latter end of the year, inasmuch as the greater portion of 
the income of that see debited in the account to the Board, arises from tithe composition, and 
will not be payable until after the 1st of November next ; so that, on the whole, it appears 
that the resources of the Board are many of them uncertain, and most of them distant ; 
while, on the other hand, the expenditure is certain, and almost immediately required. 

And it would appear, that so far from the funds of the Board being at present able to 
meet the charge of the last Easter assessments, and of the arrears outstanding on account 
of such in former years, the Commissioners will be under ihe necessity of applyino’ to 
Government to supply them with funds to meet the repairs of churches which cannot be ' 
delayed beyond the ensuing summer, without their sustaining stjll greater injury, these . 
being estimated, at 20,000 2.; as. also to enable them to meet such expenses as may be 
required to provide things necessary for the celebration of Divine worship in the ensuing 
year ; expenses which cannot be estimated at less than 45,0002.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer states to the Board, that . the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland has earnestly pressed upon the attention of the Government the necessity of makino* 
a further advance to the extentof 26,000/. to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners in Ireland” 
upon account of the sum of loo.ooo/., which will be advanced to them under the authority 
of the Bill now passing through Parliament for amending the Act passed in the last Session 
of Parliament relating to_ the Temporalities of the Church in Ireland ; and as that Bill lias 
now been read a second time, and the resolution for the advance of the 100,000 2. voted by 
the House of Commons, he submits to their Lordships this temporarv advance may pro- 
perly be made from Civil Contingencies, subject to the same restrictions as to the appli- 
cation thereof by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners as were imposed, by this Board upon 
the former advances of 20 .ooo 2 . directed by their Lordships’ Minutes of 10th December 
1833, and 28th and 31st January 1834. 

My Lords concur with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and are pleased to authorize 
Mr. Sargent to accept and pay any bill' for 26,000/. which may be drawn by the secretary 
of the Ecclesiastical Commission of Ireland, and charge the same to Civil Contingencies, to 
be repaid to tlie credit of that grant out of the first issue which shall be made to those 
Commissioners under the authority of the Bill .now passing through Parliament, above 
referred to. 

Acquaint Mr. Littleton, for the information of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, with the 
directions given ; and request the Commissioners may be instructed to draw such bill by 
means of their secretary at ten days’ sight, advising Mr. Sargent thereof. 

Request at the same time that they may be informed of the terms and conditions- 
under which the advance is made; that My Lords will require that repayment shall be 
made to Mr. Sargent out of the first advances they shall receive under the authority of 
ilie Act. 

Let Mr. Sargent report to My Lords when such repayment shall be made.

• An application has been accordingly made to us by the Ecclesmaiical Commissioners for 
an immediate loan of 46,000 to repay a similar sum borrowed from the fund for Civil 
Contingencies, which we have now the honour to submit for yOur Lordships’ favourable con- 
sideration; and, in the event of its obtaining your Lordships' sanction, we have to request 
that we may be instructed in regard to the rate of interest to be charged, and the terms to 
be required for the repayment of the principal, as also whether it be your Lordships’ wish 
that we should examine into and satisfy ourselves as to the sufficiency of the security on 
which the required loan is to vest, in a similar manner as we do in other cases of loans.

‘^®ted 24 (October, was to obtain some precise information as to the period wjthin which 
the Ecclesiastical Coramissionevs could undertake to repay tJie money which they wish to 
borrow; and that the statement obtained from those Commissioners in explanation, dated 
27 November, is not satisfactory on that point. As it seems (0 be very doubtful bow far 
such repayments could be made, the Commissioners of Public Works submit, that, it is for 
the consideration of the Lords Clommissioners of his Majesty’s Treasury whether advances 
should be made from the loan funds at their disposal under security of so uncertain a 
nature.

I AM directed by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland to acknowledge the 
receipt of the letter from the Right honourable E. J. Littleton, of the 3d instant, enclosing 
a letter from one of the Secretaries of the Treasury of the 24th ult,, on the subject of 
establishing a sinking fund for repayment of 100, 000 which the Commissioners of Works 
are empowered to lend to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and, in reply, 1 am directed to 
acquaint you, for the information of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, that the Com- 
missioners, after the most deliberate consideration of the subject, feel that they would not 
be warranted in giving any engagement as to the repayment of that sum by an annual 
sinking fund. ... 

The' Commissioners, however, being anxious to give the Government all the information 
in their power, and as far as practicable to meet their wishes, have caused calculations to 
be made, founded upon the best estimates within their reach, of the probable income and 
expenditure for the year 1835 ; and the result has been, that they have reason to hope, in 
case they shall now receive the entire amount of the 100,000 Z., that there may be a surplus 
of 1 0,000 Z. at the end of that year, in which case the Commissioners will gladly undertake 
to repay that, or any greater sura, which they may have at command, over and above their 
current expenses, and that they will continue to repay whatever sums their surplus income 
will from time to time enable them, until the whole amount borrowed shall be repaid. 

The Commissioners feel it necessary to call your attention to the fact, that the 46,000/. 
already advanced to them by Government, and now to be replaced, was required for 
defraying the vestry assessments made at Easter 1833, before the establishment of their 
Board, and that ihe remaining 54,000/. is now imperatively called for the purpose of 
repairing churches, many of which have been much damaged by the long delay of the cus- 
tomary expenditure.

My Lords read the letter of Sir William Gosset of 4th instant on the subject of the 
repayment of the 46,000/. advanced by the Board of Treasury to the Commissioners for 
Ecclesiastical Purposes, Ireland, and to the loan of 46,000/. to those Commissioners by the 
Commissioners of Public Works, Ireland, under the authority of the Act of 4 2c 5 Will. 4, 
c. 90. 

My Lords read the Act in question, by the 45th clause of which, “ the Commissioners of 
Public Works are authorized, by and with the consent and approbation of the Lords Cora- 
missioners of his Majesty’s Treasury, to lend and advance to the Commissioners for 
Ecclesiastical Purposes such sum or sums of money, not exceeding in the whole 100,000 1 . 
as they shall think proper, to be repaid to the said Commissioners for the Extension and 
Promotion of Public Works in Ireland, in such manner and at such times, with interest for 
the same, at und after such rates, not exceeding four pounds per centum per annum on the 
sum or sums so advanced, as the Commissioners of the Treasury shall direct and require.” 

By the said clause all sums which may be advanced under the authority of the Act, are 
charged upon all and every the rents, issues and profits of all lands, tenements and here- 
ditaments, and the annual tax and proceeds thereof, and all and every sum or sums of 
money or securities for money vested in or which shall accrue to the said Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners and their successors under and by virtue of the said Act, and all interests, 
dividends, profits and proceeds thereof; and further, the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
are by the said clause authorized and required to pay such sums of money and such

WiuTi!: to the Secretary ot the Ecclesiastical Commissioners in reply to the letter of the 
20th of June, and its enclosure, being a Minute of the Board, dated the 29th November 
1838, which is now for the first time brought under the consideration of My Lords. It 
appears that, in reply to the previous communication from My Lords, the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners are now prepared to repay an instalment of 10,000 1 . on account of the loan 
of ioo,oooL advanced to them. My Lords direct that this sum may he paid in to the 
account of the Paymaster of Civil Services with the Bmik of Ireland. 

In respect to the application now made, that My Lords may be induced to take such 
steps as may be necessary to remit so much of the loan as was solely required for the 
purposes of vestry cess, accrued due in the years 1831, 1832 and 1833, inform the parties 
that My Lords have im authority by law to remit this debt, nor should they feel warranted 
in applying to Parliament for such a power, not considering that such application would 
be reasonable in itself, but, on the contrary, wholly inconsistent with the principle on which 
Parliament originally sanctioned the loan. 

_ My Lords refer to 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. go, s. 45, which authorizes this issue, and directs 
its appropriation under the responsibility of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. Presuming 
that the sum so borrowed has been strictly applied for the purpose contemplated in that 
Act, the authority being vested in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, My Lords see nothing 
in the fact stated, or whether the vestry ccss accrued in one year or in another, which would 
warraiu Lhcm in releasing parties from an engageiueut into which they had entered.

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My Lords also refer to the Account of Receipt and Expenditure of the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners forwarded in the Report of 13 August 1838, and laid before Parliament. 
By the Account it appears, that the Commissioners received 3,312/. dividend in 110,400/ 
Three per Cent. Consols, whilst at the same time they paid 4.000/. for the interest of this loan 
from the Government.

My Lords refer to the 45th clause of the Act of 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 90, adverted to by 
the Commissioners of Public Works, which authorizes those Commissioners to advance 
to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners in Ireland aiiy sums not exceeding 100,000/., with 
the consent and approbation of tliis Board, to be repaid to the Board of Works in such 
manner and at such times as this Board shall direct and require. 

My Lords read also the Act of 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 108, section 1 of which authorizes 
this Board to diivct tlie issue of Excliequer Iblls to the Commissiouers of Public Works 
to the umomit of 100,000/., in addition to' the sum of 500,000/. vested in that Board 
by the Act of 1 Sc 2 Will. 4, c. 33, and to be applied in the same manner; such additional 
issue to be taken from the Exchequer Bills remaining in tlic hands of the Teller of the 
Excliequer in Ireland, on account of the sum of 1.000,000/. granted by the Act of 3 & 4 Will.4, 
<5. 100, of which only 635,712/. 14s. 1 1 d. had been issued. 

, My Lords read also the Act of 1 & 2 of Her Majesty, c. 109, of which section 34 
directs that the remainder of the said sum of 1,000,000/., stated to amount 10260,000/., 
shall be applied in the indemnification, in certain cases, of persons who may not have 
received payment of compensation for tithes for the four last years then past. 

My Lords are of opinion that the sums which the Ecclesiastical Commissioners are 
now prepared to repay should not be considered as repayments to the original I'und of 
500,000/. vested in the Commissioners of Public Works by the Act of 1 Sc 2 Will. 4, 
but as repayment of the 100,000/. taken from the tithe million, in pursuance of 
6 8c 7 Will. 4, and are therefore pleased to direct that the sums received on this account 
may be placed to a separate account, in the name of tlie Paymaster of Civil Services in 
Ireland, to be held by him for the purposes of the Act of 1 £c 2 Viet., c. log, as part of the 
remainder of the million. 

Acquaint the Commissioners of Public Works and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
with the view My Lords have taken of these enactments. 

Desire the Commissioners of Public Works to account for the above sum of 10,000/., 
as a payment in discharge of part of the sum of 100,000/. advanced to them from the 
tithe million, and to relieve the Ecclesiaslical Commissioners from any charge of interest 
thereon from the day on which that sum shall be paid to the account of the Paymaster 
of Civil Services, of which they will be apprised. 

And desire the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to pay the instalment of 10,000/. to the 
Paymaster of Civil Services, in conformity with the direction contained in the letter of 
this Board of 17U1 instant. 

Acquaint the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland with the directions given, and 
desire that he will inform the Commissioners of Public Works of the day on which the 
above sum of 10,000/. shall be placed to his account.

I AM directed to acquaint you, that the Board, having occasion to consult the 
Attorney-general for Ireland as to the necessary documents and proceedings under the 
instruciions of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of the 30th of July, 
on the subject of the repayment of 100,000/. lent to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 
they find that his opinion differs in a great degree from that of their Lordships’ advisers, 
and tliereforc the Commissioners think it right to submit that opinion for their Lordships’ 
consideration.

Copy Opinion. 

Under the express directions of the 45th section of 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 90, the sum of 
100,000/. thereby authorized to be lent to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, to be repaid 
to the Commissioners of Public Works, I do not find any subsequent enactment depriving 
the Commissioners of Public Works of this sum, which at the time was in fact part 
the 500,000/. placed at their disposal under 1 & 2 Will. 4, c. 33, and it would therefore 
be quite clear in my judgment, that when the Ecclesiastical Commissioners were in a 
condition to i-epay the money, they should repay it to the Commissioners of Public 
Works, as any other body to whom a loan had been made under the Acts constituting 
those Commissioners, and enabling them to make advances : it is true that by 6 &. 7 
Will. 4, c. 108, a sum of 100,000/. is directed to be transferred to the Commissioners of 
Public Works from the unapplied portion of the million provided by 3 & 4 Will. 4, 
c. 100 ; but I cannot find any thing in these Acts to afford ground for au opinion that it 
was thereby meant merely to repay to the Commissioners of Public Works the 100,000/. 
advanced to the Ecclesiastical Commissioueraj on the contrary, the language of the 1st section 
of 6 & 7 Will 4, c. 108, is, that the Commissioners of Public Works may make loan.s 
to the extent of ioo,ooo/. over and above and in addition to the sum of 500,000/. 
granted by their first Act; words plainly showing, in my mind, that it was intended to place 
600,000/. at their disposal in future, as if that sum had been oviginully provided by 
1 &. 2 Will. 4, 0. 33. The Tithe Act of last Session (1 Sc, 2 Viet. c. 109), so far from 
considering the sum of 100,000/. transferred to the Commissioners of Public Works out 
of the million Act, as still forming part of that fund, and available on repayment to the 
same purposes, describes the residue remaining unappropriated of the iniliion as being 
onlv 260,000 /., and it is expressly limited in its provisions to that sum, so that even if the 
100, oou/- advanced to the Commissioners was now repaid, there would be 110 authority to 
apply any portion of it to the purposes of this latter Act. 

1 am therefore of opinion that the sum of 100,000/. lent to the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners by the Commissioners of Public Works, under 4 & 6 Will. 4, c. go, s. 45, 
forms part of the general funds for loans and advances at the disposal of the Commissioners 
of Public Works, and can only properly be repaid to them under the express terms of the 
section referred to.

Agreeably to i^ communication of the 16 July last, 1 have to state, that a nieetiog.of 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland has been held, for the purpose of taking 
into consideration Mr. Baring’s letter of the loth July last ; and I am directed to 
acquaint you, for the information of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
that . the instalment of 10,000/. therein referred to was paid over on the 16th day of 
October to the Paymaster of Civil Services, the Commissioner of Public Works having 
withdrawn the objection raised by them to the repayment of same in the manner 
directed. 

With regard to the 1 10,000/. Consols, which their Lordships conceive might be advan- 
tageously applied in the dischai^e of the entire debt of the Commissioners, I am directed 
to state, that this is not a capital sum, at the disposal of the Commissioners, but is the 
amount of the fund applicable to their current engagements and liabilities, and subject to 
be sold out as payment is called for; but in the meantime, that it may not be altogether 
unproductive, it is invested in Government securities. 

On examiniug the annual account of the Commissioners for the year ending the 1st of 
August last, a copy of which I am directed to enclose, it will appear that this stock has 
been already reduced to 83,000/., and the existing engagements and liabilities of the Board 
could not be met without the command of that sum, to which they are fully coimneiisiiraie. 

In respect of the expenditure, under the heads of “ Salaries, Incidents and Stationery,” 
referred to ia Mr. Baring’s letter, I am directed to acquaint you, that the Commissioners 
consider themselves vesponsible that no unnecessary expenditure shall be incurred under 
any ol these heads, and have taken every precaution in their power, consistently with the 

due 
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due discharge of the duties to be perfom^ed, to guard against it. Uoder the head of 
“ Salaries,” no other rate is allowed than that whioh has been approved of by his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, pursuant to the 5th section of 3 &. 4 Will. 4, c. 37. The “ Incidents” 
include not only vent, taxes, fuel and lighting, but allowances to temporary clerks, 
the employment of whom became absolutely necessary, from the pressure of public 
business ; and the amount charged under the head of “ Stationery” includes the supply not 
only for the use of the establishment for two years, but the several forms of return con- 
nected with the correspoudeiice with the Irish clergy and others. 

A<Ti'eeably to the request contained in Mr. Baring’s letter, I am directed, in addition to 
the annual account ending the 1st August last, to enclose an account of the Income and 
Expenditure for the subsequent quarter ending the 1st November instant; and to state, 
that although the Commissioners are most desirous to discharge, with all convenient speed, 
such debts as they may have incurred, so as to place them in a condition fully to carry out 
the several purposes for which the ecclesiastical funds were vested in them, yet it is to be 
recollected that they are'not at present, nor can they expect for some time to be, in the full 
receipt of the funds contemplated by the Clmrcb Temporalities Acts, and therefore they are 
not in a state to repay the outstanding debt in any other way than by annual instal- 
ments ; but, with the view of meeting the wishes of their Lordships to the utmost of their 
power, they have made arrangements for payment of a second instalment, to the amount of 

20,000/. , r ■ e • L • • 

In making this communication, the Commissioners cannot refrain from again bringing 
under the notice of their Lordships the peculiar circumstances uuder which one-half of 
the debt of 100,000 /. was contracted — namely, to provide for the arrears of vestry cess 
which had accrued due previous to the establishment of this Board, which arrears formed, 
no part of the expenses originally intended to be provided for out of the funds created by 
the Act of 3 & 4 Will. 4. 

According to the instructions the Commissioners have already received respecting the 
mode of payment, they have directed the second instalment to be paid over to the ' 
Paymaster of Civil Services.

White to the Commissioners, and state to them, that My Lords learn with satisfaction 
that they are prepared to make a farther payment of 20,000 L on account of the loan, and 
My Lords would wish that the sum should be paid in the same manner as in the former case 
of io,oooZ. 

Acknowledge the receipt of the financial statements furnished by them ; but state to them, 
that the information which was requested by My Lords has been omitted ; that My Lords 
entirely concur in the responsibilitv of the Commissioners for the expenditure sanctioned 
by them ; but My Lords requestetJ information respecting expenditure as from a public 
Board. If any objection exists on the part of the Commissioners in point of form, My 
Lords will obtain such information through a communication with the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, a course which will probably.be more regular in point of form. 

With respect to that part of their letter which refers to the half of the loan of 100, 000 Z., 
and its connexion with the vestry cess, state to the Commissioners, that My Lords see no 
sufficient reasons to alter the former decision of this Board already communicated to them.

At a Special Meeting of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, held this day, — 
PRESENT, 

His Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, Sir Henry Meredyth, Bart.

Pursuant to the ordere of the Board, Nos. 3 and 5 of the 7th and 14th instant, when 
the propriety of again moving the Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasui-y for a remission of the 
balance of 60,000 L, now due % this Board to the Board of Works, on foot of original loan, 
of 100,000/., was discussed, and when it was ordered that a special meeting of the Com- 
missioners be summoned for this day, for the further consideration of the subject, the 
following statement was approved, and ordered to be transmitted to the Lords of the 
Treasury; — 

On tlie constitution of this Board in 1833, under the Act 3 4 Will. 4, c. 37, very 

small funds were available for meeting not only the expenses of the Commission, but for 
supplying requisites for tlie celebration of Divine Service, and for the repairs of churches 
and chapels in Ireland, which had been theretofore provided by vestry assessments. 

In the year following it was deemed necessary by the Government to provide for the 
arrears of Vestry cess, vliich had accrued due in the years 1831, 1832 and 1833, previously 
to the establishment of the C/ommission, when the Act 4 &, 5 Will. 4, c. 90, was passed, 
authorizing the Board' of Works to lend' a sum of 100,060 /. to 'the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners, who were thereby directed to discharge the demands ,on account of vestry cess for 
those years, which have amounted to a sum of 48,599 /. igs.7c?. 

It is therefore dear that it was not contemplated by the Act 3 & 4 Will. 4, that those 
arrears of 1831, 1832 and 1833 should have been charged on the funds created by said Act. 

In consequence of the non-collection of vestry cess for these and the preceding years, 
churches had very generally fallen into a state of great disrepair, insomuch, that on the 
establishment of this Board a considerable expenditure became immediately necessary to 
repair the injuries which they had sustained within those years. 

Independently of the great demand thus entailed on thefunds of the Board, an unforeseen 
expenditure to the amount of upwards of 10,000/. has been incurred by reason, of the great 
injury which churches sustained in consequence of the storm of January 1829. 

In addition to these expenditures, the Commissioners have actually repaid to the Board 
of Works, on account of the principal of their debt, a sum of 40,000 and in the way of 
interest at the rate of four per cent., 21,384/. is. 11 c/. to the present time, making a total 
payment in way of principal and interest of 61,384/. is. 11 

From the application of their funds in the discharge of these heavy engagements, the 
Commissioners have reluctantly been obliged to postpone (notwithstanding the great 
increase of the Protestant congregations) the rebuilding and enlargement of many churches. 
The urgency of applications of this description is best evidenced by the number of places 

licensed 
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licensed in parislies for celebration of Divine service, arising from tlie want of suitable 
churches. 

The Commissioners have received from time to time many applications for the auo-meu- 
tation of small livings, the incomes of which in some cases are under 50L, which appli- 
cations they have been obliged with regi-et to postpone, widiout being able to hold out any 
prospect of early assistance, being prohibited by law from entertaining such applications 
till surplus funds shall arise. 

The Commissioners would further beg leave to remark', that a large portion of the 
revenue contemplated to arise under the Church Temporalities Acte is not yet available, 
nor can the realization of these funds be looked for with certainty within any definite 
period ; but as it is essentially necessary for the Board to meet demands of the nature 
above specified, in order that they may carry out the purposes for which these Acts were 
framed, they would respectfully submit to Her Majesty’s Government to be pleased to 
take into their consideration such measures as to them may appear advisable to relieve this 
Board from paynient of the sura of 60,000/., being the balance now remaining due on 
account of the original loan of 100,000/. in consideration of the sum of 61,384/. is. iii. 
having been already paid in way of principal and interest on foot of tliis loan; as also the 
sum of 48,599/. 19s. 7<i., in discharging arrears of vestry cess, which had accrued due 
prior to the establishment of the Commission; and in further consideration of an expendi- 
ture incurred (such as could not have been anticipated) to an amount of 10,000/., in 
repairing injuries done to churches by the storm of unexampled violence in the year 1839. 

In submitting these facts to the consideration of the Lords of the-Treasury, the Commis- 
sioners at the same time deem it essential to state to their Lordships, that unless the relief 
now sought be afforded, they apprehend the great purposes for which the Commission was 
established cannot be fully carried into effect. 

And it was further ordered, that his Grace the Lord Primate be requested to present 
this application to the Lords of the Treasury. 

Ata subsequent meeting of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, held on the 7th March 1842, 
a letter, dated the 28th ultimo, from the Lord Primate, was read, in reply to the foregoing 
request, a copy of which was ordered to be annexed to the above Minute, and transmitted 
with same to the Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury : — 

“ My dear Sir, “ Armagh, 28 February 1842. 

“ I received your letter and the Minutes of the Board on the subject of an applica- 
tion to the Treasury for the remission of the 60,000/. still due by tlie Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, I shall not leave tins until (he 4th of April, and shall remain a few days in 
Dublin. I presume, therefore, that you will send forward the Minute without waiting for 
me to present it. 

“ indeed I should recommend that course, as I have no expectation that any arguments 
I could put forward in addition to those urged in the Minute, would induce the Lords 
of the Treasury to accede to the requestwhich is made on the part of the Board. 

“ I have no objection to your adding my name as approving of the Minute, if it would 
answer any purpose.

Copy of Tueasury Minute, dated 18 March 1842. 

Write to the secretary to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, requesting he 
will inform the Commissioners, in answer to the application contained in their Minute of 
24th February last, that, upon referring to the Acts of Parliament, bearing upon the loan of 
100,000/. granted to them by the Commissioners of Public Works, and to the proceedings 
which have taken place since that loan was granted, My Lords find that it is not in their 
power to remit the balance of 60,000 /. remaining due from them, without applying to 
Parliament to make a specific grunt to them to that amount. 

Of the Exchequer Bills to the amount of one million which were issued and charged 
ultimately on the Consolidated Fund under the authority of the Act of 3 &, 4 Will. 4, c. 100, 
900,000/. only were authorized to be funded by the Act of 2 & 3 Viet, c. 97, the 
repayments of the loan to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners being relied upon to make good 
to the Consolidated Fund the remaining 100,000/. 

These repayments, to the amount of 40,000/., have already been carried to that Fund for 
this purpose, and, unless the balance now remaining due shall be carried to the same 
account, there will be a deficiency on the Consolidated Fund of 60,000/., unauthorized by 
Parliament. 

My Lords must request that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners will take the i^ecessary 
steps to secure the repayment of the remaining 60,000/. within a reasonable period.
